In  producing  the  present  reprint  of  Sir  Thomas  Wade's  great  work  in  an 
abridged  form,  the  Publishers  have  acted  upon  advice  which  was  approved  hy 
Sir  Walter  Ilillier— the  joint  Author  of  the  2nd  edition  published  in  188G— and 
also  with  the  sanction  of  Sir  Thomas  Wade's  executors. 

Since  1886  so  many  new  text-books  on  Colloquial  Chinese  have  appeared,  that 
much  of  the  "  Tzu  Erh  Chi "  has  been  superseded  in  the  curriculum  of  studies 
prescribed  for  Student  Interpreters  in  the  British  Legation.  The  "  Hundred 
Lessons"  and  "Graduate's  Wooing"  have  been  abandoned  for  many  years  in  favour 
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of  other  works,  and  as  the  "Tzu  Erh  Chi"  was  primarily  intended  for  the  use  of 
Consular  Students  it  was  decided — for  the  time  being  at  least — to  reprint  only 
those  Parts  which  have  continued  to  hold  their  own  as  a  text-book. 

The  present  reprint  contains  therefore  only  Parts  I.  to  IV.,  that  is  to  say,  the 
introductory  Parts  on  Pronunciation  and  the  Radicals,  followed  by  the  Forty  Exercises 
and  Ten  Dialogues.  In  the  opinion  of  competent  authorities  the  student  of  Colloquial 
Pekingese  has  in  these  four  Parts  an  introduction  to  the  language  which  will  not 
fail  to  appear  to  him  more  and  more  valuable  as  he  progresses.  The  collection  of 
characters  to  which  he  is  introduced  has  been  so  carefully  made,  that  a  sound 
knowledge  of  them  will  furnish  a  solid  foundation  upon  which  further  studies  of 
the  language  can  securely  rest. 

So  much  has  been  said  and  written  for  and  against  Sir  Thomas  Wade's  system 
of  transliteration  that  we  will  here  add  no  more  to  this  perennial  argument  than 
a  request  to  the  tyro  :  and  that  is,  to  remember  that  it  is  the  only  system  of 
romanisation  which  has  so  far  attained  any  widespread  and  lasting  success. 

As  was  explained  in  the  Preface  to  the  original  edition,  the  title  "  Yii  Yen  Tzu 

A 

Erh  Chi "  was  suggested  by  a  passage  in  the  Confucian  work  known  as  "  The  Doctrine 
of  the  Mean,"  which  implies  that  in  the  attainment  of  proficiency — as  in  the  accom- 
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plishment  of  a  journey — the  start  must  be  made  from  what  is  near.  "TzaErh"  means 
"from  what  is  near"  while  Yii  Yen  .  .  .  chi  means  "expressions  (or  spoken 
words)  .  .  .  collection  (or  compilation).  The  whole  is  therefore  fairly  rendered 
in  the  English  title  as  a  "  Progressive  Course  in  Colloquial  Chinese."

PRONUNCIATION. 


1.  Is  order  to  attain  correctness  of  pronunciation  in  Chinese,  three  conditions  must  be 
satisfied  ;  there  must  be  accuracy  of  Sonnd,  of  Tone,  and  of  Rhythm. 

Of  these  three  conditions,  accuracy  of  sonnd,  as  considered  with  reference  to  the  expres- 
sion of  it,  syllabically  or  alphabetically,  is  the  least  important.  We  rnn  lcs3  chance  of  being 
misunderstood  if  we  say  Ian  for  nan,  for  instance,  provided  that  we  preserve  the  correct  tone, 
than  if  we  were  to  6ay  nan2  when  we  should  have  said  nan1. 

Still,  we  mnst  have  a  distinct  idea  of  the  syllable  we  are  to  pronounce,  and  as  Chinese 
furnishes,  in  comparison  with  our  alphabets,  nothing  but  the  most  imperfect  aid  to  the  end 
in  view,  we  are  forced  to  supply  the  deficiency  by  combinations  of  our  own  alphabetic  symbols 
sometimes  at  the  rate  of  their  prescriptive  values,  sometimes  reinforcing  them  by  diacritic 
marks,  or  arbitrarily  constraining  them  to  do  a  duty  for  which  there  is  little  precedent. 

2.  Sound. — The  values  assigned  to  the  letters  of  the  alphabet  employed  in  the  spelling 
of  the  syllables  given  below  are  here  considered  independently  of  tone;  but  the  syllable  has 
been  spelt  generally  in  the  form  that  appeared  to  approach  nearest  to  an  adequate  represen- 
tation of  the  spoken  sound,  and  at  the  same  time  to  admit,  without  change  of  the  letters 
composing  it,  of  an  application  to  it  of  the  inflections  proper  to  a  change  of  tone. 

Vowels  and  Diphthongal  Sounds.

"When  single,  it 
commences  with  a  slight  consonantal  sound,  part  nasal  and  guttural,  which  the  'ng 
inadequately  expresses,  and  is  inflected  at  the  close  as  if  an  a  or  ah  were  appended 
to  it.

In  the  final  ao  I  have  followed  the  Manchu  spelling,  against  Morrison  and  Williams, 
who  write  aou,  du.    This,  as  I  have  admitted,  is  the  approximate  sound  in  certain  tones. 

The  final  eh,  used  only  in  yeh,  may  seem  unnecessarily  separated  from  ieh.  In  my 
opinion  the  consonant  y  is  sufficiently  plain  to  authorise  it,  and  the  tone-inflection  is  not  less 
practicable  in  the  syllable  yeh  than  in  ieh.     So  with  the  final  en. 

In  the  final  e"  some  confusion  with  o  is  unavoidable.  I  have  endeavoured  to  guide 
myself  by  the  Manchu,  bat  find  that  although  native  teachers  consign  them  to  different 
finals,  it  is  next  to  impossible  in  many  words  to  say  whether  i  (or  nge),  che,  ji,  ki,  mi,  ti,  or 
0,  cho,  jo,  lco,  lo,  mo,  to,  be  the  correct  orthography.  The  same  is  true  with  the  aspirated  ch, 
k,  t;  but  I  think  that  after  the  aspirate,  in  general,  the  0  prevails,  also  that  while  uoue  of 
these  syllables,  sometimes  sounded  as  ending  in  e,  is  exempt  from  the  changes  to  o,  there 
are  many  in  0  which  uever  change  to  e.  It  will  be  found  that  some  natives  iucline  more 
to  the  one  and  some  more  to  the  other. 

The  final  ei  is  of  doubtful  existence  even  in  nei,  which  certainly  ends  in  a  sound 
somewhat  different  from  the  terminal  of  lei,  mei.  These  have  taken  the  place  of  lui,  mui,  the 
old  orthography  of  the  Mandarin  as  spoken  in  the  South. 

The  finals  en  and  £ng  were  originally  substituted  for  un  and  ung  in  syllables  beginning 
with  /,  m,  p,  after  the  latest  native  works  published  at  Canton  to  teach  the  Cantonese  to  talk 
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Mandarin,  and  the  modification  lias  been  (bnnd  to'befnllj  anthoriaed  by  the  Pekingese.    The 

Manehu  orthography  t>f  t  lie  18th  century  wus/wngr,  mung,  but  always /M,  mM,  p 

The  u  in  <"".'/,  ung,  and  in  uo,  uoi  and  other  combination*,  in  which  it  fignrea  both 
as  o  and  w,  has  been  retained  nevertheless  as  the  rowel  most  certainly   to   be  recognised    in 

the  simplest  form  of  the  sound,  and  as  the  most  convenient  for  exhibiting  the  variation  of 
the  tons  without  change  of  syllable,  to  which  end,  moreover,  it  was  expedient  to  avoid  using 
the  initials  hw,  kw. 

Breathings. 

The  aspirate  which  intervenes  between  the  initials  ch,  I;  p,  t,  ts,  tz,  and  the  vowels 
following  them,  is  indicated,  as  will  have  been  seen  above,  by  an  inverted  comma,  in  preference 
to  au  h,  lest  the  English  reader,  following  his  own  laws  of  spelling,  should  be  led  to  pronounce 
ph  as  in  triumph,  th  as  in  month,  and  so  on,  which  would  be  a  serious  error.  The  full 
recoguitiou  of  the  aspirate's  value  is  of  the  last  importance  ;  the  tones  themselves  are  not  of 
more.  A  speaker  who  says  lean  when  he  ought  to  say  khan  might  as  well  speak  of  London  for 
London. 

3.  Tone, — There  is  no  subject  on  which  it  is  more  important  to  write,  and  none  on 
which  it  is  harder  to  avoid  repeating  what  has  been  said  by  others. 

The  ideas  of  a  Chinese  are  capable  of  expression  in  writing  in  some  thousands  of 
characters  that  may  be  nsed  singly  or  in  combination  with  each  other.  The  sound  of  each 
of  these  is  such  that  without  much  violence  to  fact  we  call  it  a  monosyllable.  The  Chinese 
term  this  monosyllable  yin.  In  no  dialect  known  to  us  does  the  number  of  the  yin  exceed  a 
few  hundreds;  hence  great  confusion  to  the  ear,  and  distress  to  the  memory  when  it  would 
distinguish  between  sounds,  characters,  or  ideas  which  it  can  only  recall  by  an  alphabetic 
denomination  common  to  many.  Under  the  yin  or  sound  i  in  Morrison's  Dictionary  there 
are  1,165  characters,  differing  in  form  and  meaning.  Of  this  yin  there  are,  however,  subordinate 
divisions,  the  sheng,  which  we  translate  tones,  keys  in  which  the  voice  is  pitched,  and  by 
which  a  variety  of  distinctions  is  effected,  so  delicate  as  to  be  retained  only  after  long  and 
anxious  watching  by  the  foreign  ear,  but  so  essential  an  acquisition  that,  until  by  practice 
his  intonation  be  accurate,  the  foreign  speaker  is  in  hourly  danger  of  making  very  laughable 
mistakes.  A  good  deal  that  he  says  will  no  doubt  be  understood,  but,  whether  he  theorise 
or  not  on  the  matter,  until  his  speech  be  tonically  correct,  no  missionary  or  interpreter  need 
imagine  himself  secure  of  being  intelligible. 

The  term  tone  has  been  so  long  accepted  as  the  equivalent  of  the  Chinese  sheng  that 
it  may  be  hardly  worth  while  attempting  to  disturb  the  usage.  It  might  be  notwithstanding 
rendered  with  greater  propriety  note,  in  a  musical  sense,  although  no  musical  instrument  to 
my  knowledge  is  capable  of  exhibiting  more  than  an  approximation  to  the  sheng.  Dr.  Hager, 
in  his  folio  on  the  Elementary  Characters  of  the  Chinese  Language  (1801),  has  tried  to  give  an 
idea  of  the  sheng  as  musical  notes.  The  attempt  has  been  repeated,  I  believe,  more  recently 
by  the  late  Dr.  Dter,  the  celebrated  sinologue. 
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The  number  of  the  siting  differs  ia  different  dialects.  Books  recognise  five.  In  the 
Peking  dialect  there  are  now  four:  1st,  the  shang-p'ing,  or  npper-even  tone;  2nd,  the  hslu- 
p'ing,  or  lower-even  tone  ;  3rd,  the  shang,  or  ascending  toue ;  4th,  the  ch'ii,  receding  or 
departing  toue. 

In  the  1st  tone,  the  upper-even,  it  may  be  enough  to  observe,  the  vowel-sonud,  whether 
the  word  be  prononnced  qnickly  or  slowly,  proceeds  without  elevation  or  depression.  One  of 
our  sinologues  has  not  incorrectly  styled  it  the  affirmative  tone. 

In  the  2nd  tone,  the  lower-even,  the  voice  is  jerked,  much  as  when  in  Eoglish  we  utter 
words  expressive  of  donbt  and  astonishment. 

In  the  3rd  tone,  the  ascending,  the  sound  becomes  nearly  as  abrupt,  but  more  resembling 
what  with  us  would  indicate  indignation  and  denial. 

In  the  4th  tone,  the  receding,  the  vowel-sonnd  is  prolonged,  as  it  were,  regretfully. 

The  ju,  or  entering,  an  abrupt  tone  still  recognised  in  studying  the  written  language — 
that  is  to  say,  in  committing  Chinese  books  to  memory — is  now  ignored  in  the  practice  of  the 
spoken  language  of  Peking;  in  this  most  of  the  words  or  characters  ranged  under  it  in  the 
vocabularies  having  been  transferred  to  the  2nd  tone.  But  the  ju.  shing  is  not  extinct  in 
some  other  dialects. 

It  is  simplest,  as  Mr.  Meadows  suggests,  to  distinguish  the  four  tones  of  Pekingese  by 
numbers.     I  write  the  shing  of  the  syllable  pa,  accordingly,  as  follows  : — 

pa\        pa*,        pa3,        pa*. 

The  sounds  of  the  syllables  repeated  in  the  above  order  form  a  sort  of  a  chime,  which 
can  only  be  learned  by  the  ear,  but  which  it  is  not  difficult  to  learn.  When  he  has  caught 
it  the  student  should  never  hear  a  new  phrase  without  taking  it  to  pieces  and  satisfying 
himself  and  his  teacher,  word  by  word,  of  the  proper  tone  or  note  of  each.  So  long  as  his 
teacher  declines  to  pass  his  notation  as  correct,  so  long  should  he  carefully  repeat  the  word 
or  words  disputed.*  When  absent  from  the  teacher  he  will  be  able  to  fortify  his  ear  by 
recnrreuce  to  the  Syllabary. 

There  is  some  danger  of  misleading  a  student  who  has  not  caught  the  chime,  and  once 
he  has  he  will  dispense  with  all  illustration.  We  will  hazard  but  one  parallel,  for  better  or 
for  worse.  Let  A,  B,  C,  D  be  four  persons  engaged  in  conversation,  and  a  question  be  put 
by  B  regarding  the  fate  of  someone  known  to  them  all.  In  the  four  lines  below  I  have 
supposed  A  to  assert  his  death  in  the  1st  tone;    B  to  express  his  apprehension  that  he  has 

•  To  give  an  instance  of  the  scrapes  into  which  inaccuracy  in  the  tones  may  betray  the  speaker,  a  gentleman 
who  really  speaks  the  language  well  was  asking,  in  1S5S,  where  yen1,  the  salt  for  the  supply  of  Peking,  was  obtained,  und 
was  tokl  first,  to  his  astonishment,  that  it  w;is  all  imported  by  foreigners ;  objecting  to  this,  and  explaining  that  he 
meant  fresh  salt,  or  the  salt  consumed  in  daily  food,  he  was  yet  more  astonished  to  hear  that  it  was  yen*,  brought  from 
the  inland  province  of  Honan ;  nor  was  it  until  after  some  minutes'  cross-examination  that  the  Chinese  addressed, 
detecting  his  error  and  correctly  intoning  the  syllable,  replied,  "from  the  saliues  of  the  province  of  course.''  The 
foreigner  had  been  intoning  ye.ii*,  the  sound  for,  amongst  others,  the  word  salt,  as  though  it  were  yen},  the  sound  for, 
amongst  others,  the  word  synoLc ;  and  the  Chinese  had  believed  the  first  question  to  refer  to  opium,  commo.ily  called 
smoke,  and  the  second,  in  which  some  qualifications  had  been  added,  to  refer  to  native  tobacco.

Now  in  this  short  dialogue,  or  tetralogne,  English  speakers  wonld  ordinarily  so  pitch 
the  voice  as  to  make  the  whole  a  tolerable  approximation  to  the  chime  the  student  has  to 
acquire;  but  the  analogy  would  entirely  mislead  him  were  he  not  to  qualify  it  by  remembering 
that  in  the  four  words  instanced  the  voice  rises  and  falls  according  to  the  emotion  of  the 
speaker,  whereas  the  pitch  of  pas,  pa*,  or  any  other  syllables,  is  independent  of  any  such 
motive.  The  tone  of  the  syllable  has  as  little  relation  to  its  seuse  as  the  note  allotted  to 
any  word  in  most  of  onr  songs  has  to  its  meaning.  The  distinction  next  to  be  observed  is 
this,  that  while  there  is  nothing  to  prevent  the  same  word  being  allotted  in  different  songs 
to  any  note  in  the  scale,  it  is  only  by  exception  that  in  Chinese  speech  the  place  of  a  word 
in  the  tone-scale  is  ever  exchanged  for  another.  So  p'a,  to  fear,  is  always  p'a* ;  chiao,  to  teach, 
is  at  times  chiao1;  at  times  chiao*;  for  with  a  new  meaning  a  word  will  change  its  tone 
sometimes  even  its  sound. 

As  the  student  has  been  told  above,  however,  the  correct  application  of  the  tones  will 
only  come  to  him  by  the  practice  of  the  ear,  and  in  order  to  discipline  his  ear  a  set  of  Tone 
Exercises  has  been  prepared  iu  another  Part  of  this  Colloquial  Series.  To  these  his  attention 
is  earnestly  recommended. 

4.  Rhythm. — What  tone  is  to  the  individual  sound,  rhythm  is  to  the  sentence.  Like  the 
tone,  it  can  only  be  acquired  from  a  native.  The  student  must  take  careful  note  of  the  proper 
place  of  the  emphasis.  He  must  not  be  surprised  to  find  the  rhythm  in  apparent  antagonism 
to  the  tone  in  some  cases,  especially  when  an  adjective  or  adverb  is  formed  by  reduplication 
of  a  word,  with  the  enclitic  particle  ti  appended,  as  in  smig-sung-ti,  hsieh-Jisieh-ti,  where  his 
teacher  will  refuse  to  recognise  any  difference  between  the  tones  of  the  two  hsieh,  although  to 
our  ear  the  accent  of  the  second  differs  widely  from  that  of  the  first,  resting  in  some  of  these 
polysyllabic  combinations  on  the  one  and  in  some  on  the  other  syllable. 

5.  And  now  for  the  sake  of  securing  an  accurate  idea  of  the  pronunciation  of  each 
syllable,  let  the  student  carefully  follow  a  Pekingese  through  the  Sound  Table  which  occupies 
the  next  pages.

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PART  II. 

THE    RADICALS. 


6. — We  now  come  to  the  written  character,  which  the  stadent  mnst  for  the  time  be 
pleased  to  accept  as  made  np  of  two  parts,  its  Radical,  and  that  part  which  is  not  its  Radical. 
The  latter  part  various  sinologues  have  for  fairly  sufficient  reasons  agreed  to  term  its  Phonetic. 
Iu  a  large  majority  of  words  the  phonetic  indicates  the  sounds,  that  is  to  a  certain  extent. 
The  radical,  with  a  like  limitation,  indicates  the  category  of  the  sense. 

The  radicals  are  214  in  number.  Some  of  them  are  subject  to  modifications  which 
entirely  change  their  figure.  The  following  General  Table  shows  them  arranged  in  17  classes, 
according  to  the  number  of  pencil  strokes  in  each  radical ;  that  is,  the  radicals  of  one  stroke 
in  the  first  class,  those  of  two  in  the  second,  and  so  on.  Many  radicals  in  the  latter  classes 
will  be  seen  to  be  made  up  of  radicals  of  fewer  strokes,  e.g.,  109,  180,  209. 

Before  each  radical  is  a  number  markiug  its  place  in  the  general  series,  the  name  of  the 
character  so  numbered,  and  its  tone  ;  after  the  character,  its  meauing,  and  then  a  number  of 
characters,  never  exceeding  three,  which  have  been  selected  as  illustrating  the  part  that  the 
radical  after  which  they  stand  generally  plays  in  the  composition  of  characters,  whether  in  its 
full  or  its  modified  form.  The  radicals  that  undergo  modification  are  marked  with  an  asterisk  (*) ; 
and  their  modified  forms  are  collected  at  the  end  of  the  General  Table.  This  list  of  modified 
forms  should  be  consulted  as  the  radicals  are  being  acquired. 

The  character,  it  has  been  said  above,  consists  of  its  radical  and  its  phonetic.  Let 
the  student  turn  to  Radical  3  and  he  will  see  in  the  character  given  to  illustrate  its  part  in 
the  composition  that  the  radical  chu,  a  point,  stands  on  the  top  of  it.  The  remainder,  three 
horizontal  strokes  and  a  vertical  one,  are  its  phonetic.  Let  him  turn  to  the  12th  Radical, 
pa,  eight,  aud  he  will  see  that  it  is  placed  under  the  phonetic  in  the  characters  given  as 
examples.  Iu  the  examples  opposite  the  64th  Radical,  shou,  the  hand,  the  radical  stands  in 
the  first  example,  in  full  form,  on  the  left  of  the  phonetic  ;  in  the  second,  in  modified  form, 
also  on  the  left ;  in  the  third,  in  full  form,  underneath  the  phonetic. 

To  look  out  a  character  in  the  dictionaries  arranged  according  to  radicals,  it  is  essential, 
of  course,  in  the  first  place  to  decide  correctly  under  what  radical  it  is  classed.  This  point 
assured, — and  the  knowledge  necessary  to  this  end  is  sooner  attained  by  practice  than  might 
be  supposed, — the  number  of  strokes  in  the  phonetic  mnst  be  accurately  counted,  because  in 
the  dictionaries  in  question  the  characters  nnder  each  radical  are  subdivided  into  classes, 
according  to  the  number  of  strokes  in  the  phonetic.  The  counting  of  these,  even  where  they 
are  numerous,  will  not  be  found  so  formidable  a  task  onoe  the  student  becomes  familiar  with 
the  radicals,  for  he  will  observe  that  the  phonetic  is  either  resolvable  into  other  radical 
characters,  or,  in  some  instances,  is  simply  a  single  radical  character  added  to  the  radical ; 
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and  once  be  knows,  as  ho  soon  will,  the  place  of  any  radical  in  the  General  Table,  he  will 
recall  the  number  of  strokes  composing  it  without  the  trouble  of  counting  them. 

Take  the  third  example  opposite  the  85th  Radical,  ahwi,  water.  The  radical  itself  is 
the  abbreviated  form  of  shui :  the  phonetic  resolves  itself  into  four  radicals;  the  centre  of 
the  upper  part  is  the  14'Jth,  of  seven  strokes  ;  this  is  flanked  on  both  lidea  l.y  the  120th,  of 
six  strokes;  and  below  is  the  59th,  of  three  strokes;  making  in  all  twenty-two  strokes.  In  the 
second  example  of  the  29th  Radical,  the  phonetic  is  Bi'mply  the  128th  Radical  ;  in  the  second 
example  of  the  75th  Radical,  the  phonetic  is  that  same  radical  repeated.  The  rule  regarding 
the  composition  of  the  phonetic  is  not  strictly  universal,  but  by  the  beginner  it  may  be  accepted 
as  very  generally  obtaining. 

To  assist  the  student  in  acquiring  a  working  knowledge  of  the  radicals,  three  test 
tables  are  subjoined. 

The  first  contains  all  the  characters  chosen  to  illustrate  the  use  of  the  radicals  in  the 
General  Table,  arranged  in  order  of  the  number  of  their  strokes  collectively.  "When  the  student 
shall  have  examined  the  first  30,  or  20,  or  even  10,  of  the  radicals  iu  the  General  Table,  let  him 
run  down  the  right-hand  columu  of  the  Test  Table,  and  try  to  identify  the  radicals  of  the 
characters  therein  placed,  turning  to  the  General  Table  for  assistance  whenever  his  memory  fails 
him.     This  will  speedily  acquaint  him  with  the  radicals  and  the  part  they  most  commonly  play. 

The  second  Test  Table  contains  all  the  radicals  redistributed  iu  categories  of  subjects, 
according  to  the  meaning  of  each.  Some  are  in  consequence  repeated.  At  the  top  of  the 
right-hand  column,  for  instance,  we  have  the  72nd,  as  the  sun,  followed  by  the  73rd,  the  moon; 
then  the  72ud  again,  as  day,  followed  by  the  36th,  as  night.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will  at 
the  same  time  aid  and  exercise  the  memory ;  but  it  will  not  be  of  as  great  service  to  him  as 
the  following  table,  the  third. 

The  third  table  exhibits  the  radicals  in  three  classes,  distinguished  for  brevity's  sake 
as  colloquial,  classical,  and  obsolete.  The  colloquial  are  those  which  represent  words  used, 
many  of  them  frequently,  in  conversation ;  the  classical,  those  not  met  with  in  conversation 
but  found  in  books  and  writing  ;  the  obsolete,  those  which,  although  the  dictionaries  allot 
them  a  signification,  are  no  longer  employed  except  as  radical  indices.  The  colloquial  radicals 
are  142  in  number,  the  classical  25,  the  obsolete  47. 

The  studeut  is  recommended,  when  he  shall  have  examined  the  General  Table  sufficiently 
to  have  formed  a  definite  idea  of  the  nature  and  functions  of  the  radical  characters  arranged 
in  it,  to  betake  himself  to  the  Exercises  in  the  Colloquial  Radicals  which  immediately  follow 
this  third  Test  Table.  In  these  he  will  find  a  number  of  short  combinations  of  words,  all  of 
them,  with  the  exception  of  one  or  two,  which  are  separately  explained,  radical  characters; 
arranged  more  or  less  in  categories  of  subjects.  If  he  will  keep  to  these  exercises  till  he  really 
knows  every  character  in  them,  he  will  be  master  of  138  of  the  214  radicals,  and  he  will  have 
easy  victory  over  the  remaining  76, 

The  explanations  set  opposite  the  radicals  in  the  General  Table  might  often  be  expanded 
or  modified,  but  will  be  found  for  the  present  sufficient.
